C. Laird, admitted today that 
he had known Lee's secret. The 
man never married, fearing that 
his ancestry would be revealed 
through his offspring. He was 50 
years old, and had alwa 3 r s posed

JIM CROWISM AS AN AID TO 
NEGRO BUSINESS 


It is frequently urged by some 
Negroes that Jim Crow ism aids 
Negro enterprises. Those who 
make such arguments, need only 
to investigate conditions North 
and South, to discover the utter 
falsity of their position. The fact 
that the Negroes own many banks, 
business houses and millions of 
real and personal property in the 
South, is said to be due to Jim 
Crowism and race persecution. 

Investigation will prove that this 
is not the case. So far as the Negro 
is concerned, business opportuni¬ 
ties in the North and South are 
entirely different. Owing to the 
fact that the millions of Negroes 
living in the South are in such 
close proximity, those who enter 
business careers have ten chances 
to succeed, to one in the North 
and West, due to the fact that the 
Negro population in the North 
and West heretofore has been too 
small to support a paying business. 
Furthermore, in spite of its numer¬ 
ous draw-backs, slavery made the 
Negro of the South very largely 
self-supporting. For instance, the 
slave who acted as second boss 
for his master, bought himself a 
farm as soon after the war as he 
could buy property. As n result 
Negroes early became owners of 
small farms throughout the South 

The carpenters, blacksmiths, 
shoemakers, cooks, butlars, bar¬ 
bers and many other valuable oc¬ 
cupations were carried on by col¬ 
ored men. After the war these 
men continued to follow their 
trades in their own names. These 
positions handed from father. to 
son continued to increase as time 
passed, the Negroes becoming more 
intelligent. After the war ail the 
porters in stores and hotels were 
Negroes. These same men sent 
their boys and girls to school, who 
did not return to succeed their 


fathers as porters, but became the 
business people of the communi¬ 
ties in which they lived. The 
fathers who were porters in stores 
were ambitious that their sons be 
owners of stores. It is easy to be 
seen that fifty years of such training 
and ambition could do nothing 
less than build up a great business 
class among the Negroes of the 
South. The wonderful progress 
made by the Negroes of the South 
along mental, moral and material 
lines, is not due to Jim Crowism, 
mobs and persecution, but in spite 
of them. 

While the Negroes have accumu¬ 
lated millions of wealth in the 
South, untold millions have been 
lost by them through the operation 
of Jim Crowism, mobs and perse¬ 
cutions. 

THE NORTHERN NEGRO 

With his limited opportunities, 
the Northern Negro has done well. 
Compared to the Southern Negroes, 
in numbers they never have been 
a good handful. And today, the 
great body of the Negroes in the 
North and West are Southern and 
not Northern Negroes w'ho mi¬ 
grated from the South to escape 
mob violence and Jim Crowism. 
And a very large percentage of 
these Southern Negroes represent 
a monetary sacrifice far greater 
than their accumulations have 
been since leaving the South. 

Now that thousands of them 
have made themselves solid by 
purchasing homes, in their true 
Southren style, they are beginning 
to establish business enterprises. 
And it is only a question of time 
when they will make their presence 
felt in the business circles of the 
North and West as they have in 
the South. 

Let those who believe that Jim 
Crowism is necessary to Negro 
business success, visit the splendid 
tailoring establishment of Mr. 
Eugene Walker, the Duns ton Van 
and Storage Co; this is one of the 
largest and best equipped trans¬ 
portation companies in the city. 
Visit the Dawson Cafe, the Pren¬ 
tiss Dry Goods Store, the Cum¬ 
mins Drug Store, the Flint Gro- 
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eery, Capt. Hawkins’ great Fur¬ 
niture Store and the H. A. Reeves 
Junk Establishment. No one can 
claim that the succeess of the firms 
named is due to Jim Crowism. 

Each of the firms named have a 
large white patronage, not because 
they are Negroes, but because 
they are business men who run 
their businesses on business prin¬ 
ciples. 

The most damaging reflection 
that can be cast upon the Negroe’s 
manhood and intelligence, is the 
statement by a few that the Negro 
must be kicked and cuffed around 
and denied manly consideration 
in order to force him to build up 
business enterprises of his own. 

The desire on the part of Negroes 
to have their own things and 
furnish employment for their own 
sons and daughters, the ambition 
to furnish their families with the 
home comforts enjoyed by those

AVe are called upon today to 
commemorate the simple life of 
a man who lived up to the high- 
water mark of daily duty 77 —a man 
who did not wait for the oppor¬ 
tunity to do big things but cook 
whatever came under his eye, what¬ 
ever his hands found to do and made 
it heroic. 

Rev. Mr. John W. Gooch was 
born in Tennessee some 49 years 
ago and about 8 years ago came to 
California, and took up his resi¬ 
dence in the Furlong Home Tract. 
After arriving here, he did not do 
as many a man would have done, 
sit and complain of the lack of 
opportunity to flourish on this 
Pacific Coast and that the Furlong 
Tract was an untenanted field of 
waving weeds as it was at that 
time, but instead he allied himself 
with a number of earnest men and 
women and formed what is known 
as the Improvement Association of 
the Furlong Home Tract—an or¬ 


ganization that brought the mail 
service to the people, and placed 
the lights on 52nd and 55th sts., 
that were secured through petitions 
and hard work on the part of the 
Committee . 

Not content with this work of 
uplift, he became vice-president 
of the Working Men’s Association 
and finally worked up to the place 
of proprietor of a flourishing busi¬ 
ness, employing assistance to carry 
it on. Besides this, for years he 
was the executive chairman of the 
ward precinct whose board con¬ 
sists of men of color. Being well 
aware that although a man may 
gain the whole world, if he lose 
bis soul, it profiteth him nothing. 

Rev. Gooch, seeing that there 
were no churches on the Tract, 
brought into practice that form of 
religious service called the “Cot¬ 
tage prayer meetings,” holding 
these meetings himself from house 
to house. So much zeal was mani¬ 
fested on account of these services 
that he was able to bring about 
the erection of the Second Me¬ 
thodist Church, of which he after¬ 
wards became pastor. So dear 
was religion to his soul and so 
broad his charity, that he placed 
much of his earnings in the con¬ 
struction of this church and even 
donated the bell. 

Here lies a man who was earnest 
and faithful; who put his life in 
God’s hand and looked to him 
for the direction of his life-energy. 

In behalf of the Woman’s Home 
Industrial Club of the Furlong 
Tract, in behalf of its president, 
Mrs. Annie Wesley, who realized 
the greatness of this man’s life, 
and bade us commemorate it in 
befitting words, we offer our deep¬ 
est sympathy to the family and 
friends and to the dwellers of the 
Tract who have lost a benefactor!
